Several members of the Tor­ 
rance School noard and its su­ 
perintendent attended the sec­ 
ond quartwly meeting of the 
I.os Anqeles School Trustees 
A<;sn this week at Karl War­ 
ren High School in Downey.

Dr. trying R. Melbo. dean of 
the School of Education at the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia, was the featured speaker 
as more than 300 school trus­ 
tees and administrators met. 
Speaking from the title. "View 
From 358," Dr. Melbo pointed 
out some of the conditions of 
the past that have resulted in 
our present educational pro­ 
cedures. The speaker told of 
his views as he has been able 
to analyze them, using the 
number 358 (his office num- 
beri as a point of survey.

THR SPEAKER pointed out 
that, historically, public educa­ 
tion in America served to de­ 
velop literacy so that citizens 
could make intelligent choices 
for self-government and to 
prepare for better vocational 
opportunities Dr. Melbo em­ 
phasized that, on the whole. 

' educational system has 
vcd us well during more 

than 300 years and that most 
of us are products of that sys­ 
tem.

If we are critical of the edu­ 
cational opportunities given to 
us. that is the American tra­ 
dition   to seek improvement 
and to want something finer 
and better for our children. 
This is a part of the responsi­ 
bility that comes with natural 
progress and personal success 
 to leave the door of oppor­ 
tunity open for those who 
come after.

AN EXTENSIVE article was

Brown, is well known in the 
graphic arts lield. having ex­ 
hibited widely and staged one- 
men shows both In the Fast 
and West. Many of his prints 
have won prizes and are in a 
number ot public and private 
collections.
